Reports  One-Third  Of  U.S.  . 
Protestant  Churches  Are  Baptist 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
One-third  of  all  Protestant 
churches  in  the  United  States  are 
Baptist. 

The  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on 
Public  Affairs  said  that  a  recent 
compilation  shows  79,546  Baptist 
churches  throughout  the  nation 
with  a  membership  of  17,065,572. 

Seventy  major  Protestant  de¬ 
nominations  have  a  total  of  266, 
526  churches  with  87,081,504  mem¬ 
bers. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  the  largest  single  Baptist  group 
with  28.289  churches  and  a  mem 
bersip  of  7,373,496.  The  National 


Baptist  Convention  U.  S.  A.,  Inc. 
a  Negro  group,  is  second  with  25,- 
350  churches  and  a  membership  of 
4,467,779. 

The  National  Baptist  Convention 
of  America,  another  negro  group 
has  10,851  churches  and  2,645,768 
members. 

The  American  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  comprises  6,766  churches  and 
1,554,304  members. 

“Baptists,  when  united,  can 
speak  with  one  of  the  most  effec 
tive  voices  of  Protestantism,”  said 
Dr.  Joseph  M.  Dawson,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Baptist  Joint 
Committee,  whic  hrepresents  all 
the  major  Baptist  Conventions.

^air  Play  Demands 
Equal  Treatment 

Baptists  and  others  are  often 
critized  when  they  call  attention  to 
tlie  persecutions  heaped  upou 
them  by  Catholics  in  countries 
where  Calltolics  are  iu  the  ma¬ 
jority.  However  it  seems  lo  he  o.k. 
for  Catholics  to  i>ersccute  and  in.s- 
treat  Baptists  provided  the  Catho¬ 
lics  are  in  the  majority.  As  evid¬ 
ence  we  submit  the  following  dis¬ 
patch  which  appeared  iu  the  New 
York  Times: 

“Archbishop  Victor  Manuel 
Sauadria  of  San  Jose  ordered  all 
parish  priests  last  Sunday  to 
preach  sermons  against  the  news¬ 
paper  La  Naciuu  for  having  pub¬ 
lished  “Baptist  propaganda.” 

“The  newspaper  has  been  carry¬ 
ing  page  advertisements  inserted 
by  the  Baptist  mission  here  setting 
forth  the  latter’s  concepts  and  in¬ 
terpretation  of  the  Scriptures. 

“The  Archibisliop  earlier  admo¬ 
nished  editor  Ricardo  Castro 
Beeche  by  letter  for  having  per¬ 
mitted  the  advertisements.  The  edi¬ 
tor,  who  is  a  Roman  Catholic,  re¬ 
plied  that  he  believed  Costa  Rica’s 
constitutional  guarantee  of  free¬ 
dom  of  worship  and  expression 
was  justification.  The  Archbishop 
also  revealed  that  Ik-  and  the  Arch- 
episcopal  staff  had  withdrawn 
their  subscriptions  from  La  Na- 
ciou.” 

From  the  above  dispatch  it 
seems  that  the  editor  not  only  was 
reprimanded  for  publishing  adver¬ 
tisements  setting  forth  the  Bap¬ 
tist  position,  but  he  lost  several 
subscriptions  as  the  Archepisopal 
staff  had  withdrawn  their  sub¬ 
scriptions. 

In  the  United  States  the  Catho¬ 
lics  are  not  a  majority  denomina¬ 
tion.  If  they  were  treated  by  the 
Baptists  and  Protestants  of  the 
United  States  as  the  Catholics 
treat  the  Baptists  in  Costa  Rica,  all 
the  papers  and  magazines  that 
carry  Knights  of  Columbus  adver¬ 
tising  would  be  censored  and  Bap¬ 
tists  would  withdraw  their  sub¬ 
scriptions  from  those  magazines. 
It  seems  to  be  a  matter  of  whose 
dog  gets  hit.

inents  concerning  the  above: 

We  doubt  that  this  movement 
will  have- any  hacking  from  the 
Catholic  hierarchy.  The  Catholic 
hierarchy  is  controlled  from  Rome 
and  by  Italians.  The  majority  of 
the  ruling  forces  are  Italians.  The 
Roman  Hierarchy  controls  all 
Catholics  and  their  property.  We 
doubt  that  they  will  be  willing  to 
give  up  any  of  this  control.  It  is 
natural  that  they  would  not  for 
the  Pope  and  all  Italian  Bishops 
and  Cardinals  like  to  be  in  the 
drivers  seat.  We  see  no  reason 
why  they  should  propose  such 
a  plan.  If  the  majority  of  the 
Roman  hierarchy  were  Americans 
it  would  be  American  controled. 

In  the  second  place  we  call  at¬ 
tention  to  the  statement  “A  free 
church  in  a  free  society.” 

If  they  propose  a  free  church 
in  a  free  society  we  suggest  that 
they  start  in  Italy  where  Pro¬ 
testants  have  a  hard  time.  Bap¬ 
tists  have  had  extreme  difficulty 
in  establishing  churches  and  hold¬ 
ing  services.  After  Italy  they  might 
try  Spain  where  conditions  are 
even  worse  than  in  Italy. 

After  establishing  a  free  church 
in  Italy  and  Spaiu,  Colombia 
would  be  a  good  place  to  operate. 
In  the  past  we  have  carried  sev¬ 
eral  articles  about  the  persecution.  , 
damage  and  even  killings  in  Col¬ 
ombia.  Baptists  and  Protestants 
have  been  subjected  to  many 
kinds  of  indignities  such  as  ar¬ 
rest.  stoning  of  churches,  destruc¬ 
tion  pf  property  and  other  things 
That  are  everything  else  but  a  free 
church  in  a  free  society. 


their  advertising  program.  The 
sign  is  still  in  place  and  function¬ 
ing.  Now  maybe  the  liquor  folks 
know  how  other  people  feel  when 
they  read  their  advertisements.” 


We  were  interested  in  reading 
a  news  dispatch  by  the  Religious 
News  Service  concerning  a  i>ro- 
posal  of  Austrian  leaders  to  break 
with  the  past.  Parts  of  the  news 
item  are: 

“A  statement  adopted  by  a  con¬ 
ference  of  some  300  lay  leaders 
and  clergy  including  Bishops, 
set  as  the  goal  of  the  Austrian 
Catholic  Church  a  *free  church  in 
a  free  society’.” 

Furthermore  t  h  e  churchman 
said,  “The  former  alliance  between 
the  ‘throne  and  the  altar’  has  put 
the  conscience  of  the  faithful  to 
sleep  and  blinded  them  to  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  losing  the  essence  of  their 
religion,  while  maintaining  and 
outer  facade  of  religious  manifes¬ 
tations.” 

They  also  observe  that  the  per¬ 
iod  when  the*  church  ‘enjoyed’  the 
protection  of  some  political  par¬ 
ty  had  created  a  situation  which 
‘led  to  the  estrangement  of  nntold 
thousands  from  the  church.’ 

“In  addition  the  church  leaders 
said,  there  must  be  no  return  to 
the  policy,  followed  in  some  past 
periods  in  spreading  Catholic  prin¬ 
ciples  by  force — that  is,  by  means 
of  secular  laws  and  organization.

I  Get  Enough  Property.  This  is 
m  vital  So  many  churches  do  not 
have  enough  property.  We  may 
have  to  pay  more  for  the  property 
than  it  is  worth,  but  get  it.  It  is 
worth  more  to  the  church  than  to 
anyone  else.  These  days  the  park¬ 
ing  matter  is  so  acute  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  larger  churches 
to  have  off  the-street  parking 
apace. 

3.  Adopt  An  Overall  Program. 
Even  though  the  building  cannot 
be  built  all  at  one  time,  and  must 
be  done  by  units,  the  entire  over¬ 
all  program  for  the  building,  as  it 
will  be.  when  completed,  should  be 
adopted. 

4.  Secure  An  Experienced  Archi¬ 
tect.  This  means  one  who  ft  fa¬ 
miliar  with  our  Baptist  program. 
Jut  because  one  is  a  good  archi¬ 
tect  does  not  at  all  mean  that  he 
knows  our  way  of  constructing 
buildings.  We  want  a  house  that 
*ill  be  suitable  for  the  kind  of 
Sunday  school  program  that  we 
promote. 

5.  Balance  The  Floor  Space.* 
There  should  be  careful  considera¬

“Shortchange”  Education 

BY  DR.  DUKE  K.  McCALL 

A  number  of  non-Baptist  col¬ 
leges  of  questionable  academic 
standing  bid  for  Southern  Baptist 
students.  They  nearly  always 
claim  to  be  accredited.  When  asa- 
cd,  “Accredited  by  whom?”  The 
president  of  one  institution  is  re¬ 
ported  to  have  answered  irrev 
erently,  “By  God.” 

In  order  for  Baptist  parents  and 
prospective  students  to  have  some 
means  of  judging  the  academic 
quality  of  these  non-denominational 
institutions,  they  should  insist  on 
information  as  to  what  nationally 
recognized  accrediting  agency  or 
association  lists  the  college. 

Public  Law  550,  82d  Congress,  re¬ 
quires  the  United  States  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Education  to  publish  a 
list  of  nationally  recognized  accre¬ 
diting  agencies  and  associations 
which  he  determines  to  be  reliable 
authority  as  to  the  quality  of  train 
ing  offered  by  an  educational  insti¬ 
tution.  Commissioner  Earl  J.  Me 
Grath  has  issued  the  following  pro¬ 
visional  list  of  accrediting  agen¬

JOHN  LUTHER  SUMMERS 

Hundreds  of  friends  of  different 
creds  ^nd  color,  and  from  many 
vocations  of  life,  thronged  his  love¬ 
ly  and  homey  little  home,  and  to 
the  Arm  Baptist  Church  several 
weeks  past  to  pay  their  last  re¬ 
spects  to  our  beloved  friend  and 
neighbor— John  Luther  Summers, 
whose  passing  ended  a  useful 
Christian  life. 

Death  came  to  Mr.  Summers  at 
his  home,  following  a  series  of 
heart  attacks,  which  began  in 
March  of  this  year.  While  his 
health  had  been  on  the  decline  for 
and  he  bad  been 


several  years 
critically  ill  several  times  within 
the  past  six  months,  his  death  was 
a' profound  shock  and  loss  to  all. 

Good  neighbors  are  at  a  pre¬ 
mium  in  some  sections  in  these 
modern  times,  and  those  whom  we 
eulogize  as  good,  are  not  neces¬ 
sarily  those  whom  God  recognizes 
as  good,  but,  I  venture  to  say  that 
in  Paradise,  where  men  are  judg¬ 
ed  on  sounder  standards  than  ours, 
John  Luther  will  have  to  his  credit 
some  stars  in  his  crown  character¬ 
istic  of  “The  Good  Samaritan.”  His 
nature  was  kindly,  his  heart  good, 
his  soul  webbed  to  the  love  of  God 
—and  because  he  loved  God,  it 
was  not  hard  for  him  to  love  man. 
He  had  a  keen  sense  of  humor — 
a  quality  as  necessary  in  life  as 
generosity  or  sound  judgment. 

John  Luther  was  a  “member  of 
the  Old  School,”  and  was  indeed 
an  accomplished  scholar  there¬ 
from.  He  was  not  an  exceptional 
physicist,  exceptional  chemist,  ex¬ 
ceptional  engineer,  but — an  excep¬ 
tional  American,  exceptional  citi¬ 
zen,  and  I  repeat— an  exceptional 
neighbor  and  co-homemaker.  He 
loved  the  beautiful  simple  things 
of  life.  There  was  no  camouflage 
about  him.  He  was  plain  John  Lu¬ 
ther  seven  days  per  week.  He  was 
a  favorite  with  kiddies  and  elderly 
people,  and  rightfully  so,  for  per¬ 
haps  he  shortened  his  life  by  vis¬ 
iting  them  when  he  did  not  feel 
equal  to  it.
